In the face 
of an immense new crop June wheat was 
run up to 94% cents a bushel. 

The bears had been squeezed pretty hard, 
but just when things looked blackest for 
them they played their final trump card 
and won the game. 

They obtain an opinion from the Chi- 
cago Board of ade attorney that all grain 
in cars or loaded in the harbor was deliv- 
erable on contracts. This brought the com- 
bine face *o face with the prospect of 3,- 
000,000 cars of wheat coming in, with de- 
murrage charges of $ a day on every car 
not unloaded. This broke the deal. 

On June 14, 1887, there was a panic on 
the floor of the Chicago Board of Trade. 
Half a dozen Chicago firms went to the 
wall and the break was only stopped when 
Phil Armour and Sid Kent jumped into the 
pit and bid for wheat. 

St. Louls traders were on the right side 
during this deal and several of them were 
said at the time to have made fortunes 
on the break. The high point on the trade 
was 94% cents a bushel and the low point 
68 cents. It was estimated that not less 
than 100,000,000 bushels of wheat were trad- 
ed in at Chicago on the day of the break 
and that the losses of the clique amounted 
to $8,000,000 on futures and $1,600,000 on cash 
'wheat. 

The reason assigned for the fallure was 
that the manipulators attempted to carry 
their options too long. 


Successful Corner 
Run by “Old Hutch.”’

Having tried every other means to break 
the grip of the daring speculator, Chicago 
traders threatened to invoke the law. The 
Epent they intended to make was that “Old 
ivtch" was merely gambling and that he 
did not mean to pay the quoted prices for 
the wheat for which he had contracted. 
In order to forstall this complaint. Hutch- 
inson poy. pa $2 a bushel for cash 
Wheat tn the Chicago market on September 
30, 1888, and announced that he was repared 
to pay for every bushel of wheat on his 
cards on delivery day.

Corn Corner by 
Coster & Martin. 

One of the most ambitious attempts ever 
made to corner the corn market was made 
by Coster & Martin of Chicago in 1892. The 
members of the firm were young men, who 


had begun their specuative career in New 
york. Like Phillips they started to buy 
corn on September options, but they heiu 
on too long. They carried their trades over 
into May and their bubble burst. 

Still they gave the shorts a scare and 
precipitated a panic on May 31, 1892, when 
the wheat for which they contracted was to 
heve been. delivered. 

Everything had been planned. Repre- 
enstatives of the venturesome young 
traders jumped into the pit and bid $1 a 
bushel for the grain. Failure stred a score 
of the shorts in the face when the news 
came that the banks had refused to honor 
the checks signed by Coster & Martin. Tha; 
knocked the bottom out of the “corner,” 
and a few minutes later the option was 
selling at 50 cents a bushel. 

The corner run by Coster & Martin is re- 
membered chiefly because it established a 
record price for corn. It has always been 
beLeved that the young speculators unwit- 
tingly went up against the Armour buzz- 
saw. 


Joe Leiter’s Famous % 


Wheat Corner. 

When Joe Leiter's attempt to corner the 
wheat market failed, on June 14, 1898, and 
he was asked for the cause he said: ‘It 
was a case of the tail trying to wag the 
dog.’”’ 

Leiter dreamed a beautiful dream, but 
when he tried to realize it it faded .nto the 
thin air.

only for lawyers, but for all citizens, the 
‘most serious question of our time. That, 
i conviction has suggested this work. 
These are the words of Mr. F. Judson, 
the author of ‘*Taxation in Leieomert in in- 
troducing his new work, on a much agitated | 
subject. In declaring that the failure of 
the system is for ali citizens the most se- 
rious question of our time, the author of 
the work, known for. his conservatism, 
challenges the immediate attention of all 
' citizens of the state to his subject, for 
nothing can be more serious or more im- 
| mediate than the most serious question of 
our time; and as neither classes or convic- 
tions, politics or creeds are exempted from 
his challenge and himself stands in the 
front rank of the lawyers and citizens of 
the state, distinguished alike for legal acu- 
men, business ability and public spirit, pro- 
- claiming that a system at the foundation of 
our state government fed by the three 
million or more people of the state is a con- 
fessed failure his challenge must needs be 
' met.

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The Navy De- | 

partment has received a cablegram confirm- | 

ing the report of the wreck of the United | 

States cruiser Yosemite off the Island of | 

Guam. The Yosemite was wrecked on Nov. | 

13 in a typhoon which swept pver the island | 

of Guam. After her cables had parted she | 

drifted on a reef near the harbor near San | 

Luis de Para, and stove in her bottom. A 

launch was manned by five men and an at- 

tempt was made to get a line ashore, but 
the launch was swamped and the five men 
drowned. . | 
After floundering around the reef for some | 
time the Yosemite was blown seaward 70 | 
miles. Before she sank the collier Justin, 
which was stationed at Guam, followed and 
effected the rescue of all on board. 

The storm demolished thousands of dwel- 
lings, including Gov. Schroeder's headquar- 
ters. The towns of Indrajan and Terraforo 
Were obliterated. It is estimated that hun- 
dreds of natives were killed. The cocoanut 
crops for four years have been ruined and 
the vegetation of the island has been killed 
by salt water. The storm burst with terrific 
rapidity at about 10 o'clock in the morning. 


Details of 
the Disaster. 

The Yosemite, which was occupying a 
berth near the collier Justin, dragged her 
anchor and was driven aground 100 yaras 
from the reef. Her bows were crushed ii. 

The storm veered around after the 
Yosemite grounded, and she was driven off 
and carried on to the Somaye cliffs, where 
her rudder and propeller were broken. 
Boatewain Sweeny and twelve of the crew 
volunteered to take a life line ashore. A 
boat was lowered for this purpose, but it 
was immediately swamped by a big sea
